AT SALISBURY'S PARTY.

The World’s Fair Delegates Heceived at the
English Prime Minister's House,

Loxpox, July 25.—Maj. Moses P. Handy
and Mr. F. W, Peck, the members of the
Columbian fair commission who remained
in London, attended [Lord Salisbury’s gar-
den party at Hatfield House this afternoon.

Prominent Englishmen and Americans
have accepted the invitation of the foreign

committee of the fair commisaion to lunch-
eon on Tueaday. Among those who will be

present are the United States minister, the
Hon. Rovert T. Lineoln, Sir Richard \"eb—
ster, Attorney-general; Sir John Pender,
Chauncey M. Devew, Consul-general John
C. New and many others. On the arrival of
of the fair commission in this country
persistent rumors have been in cirenlation
that the members are dissatistied with the
attention paid to them by the American
legation. There is no foundation for these
reports, as the commissioners deny that
there 18 any friction. 1hey say that they
have been received with the utmost cor-
diality by Mr. Laincoln and the attaches of
the legation. In connectron with these
rumors it ean be stated that only fo-day
Mr. Lincoln, in conversation with Mr. De-
pew, told him that no deputation that had
ever visited England bad execited sucn
interest as the one which rapresents the
Chicago fair, and that none had ever been
welecomerd in & & more hearty manner.

A dispatch from Parissays: U'nited States
Minister Hon, Whitelaw Reid is doing his
utmost to aseist the Colnmbian fair com-
mission. Ex-Congressman Butterworth, of
Ohio, Judge W. Lindsay. of Kentucky, and
A. F. Bullock, of Massachusetts, members
of the commission, breakfasted to-day with
Deputy Berger, who bad charge of the re-
cent Paris exhibition arrangements, The
French commission had several sittings
during the past week, M. Roche, the Min-
ister of Commerce, presiding There
were warm discussions at times on the
subiect of railway rates between New York
and Chieago, and much ill feeling was
caused. Since the arrival of the commis-
siopers from Chicago the latter have met
the French commission and have explaned
matters to the satisfaction of all concerned,
M. Roche, Minister of Commerce, and M.
Berger, & member ofthe Chamber of Depu-
ties, met the Chicago fair commmissioners at
Miuister Guyot’s, and M. Berger will possi-
bly be appointed commissioner-general of
the fair. The Chamber of Commerce, the
Publishers’ Cinb and the Franco-American
society will entertain the commissioners.

London Doesn’t Want Aliens.
